the status of power, alarm, and intercom, and 
scan time setting. 

Intercom Function — enables two-way 
communication between cameras and your 
switchbox (through a TV/monitor’s speaker). 

Auto and Manually Scan Function — lets 
you choose between automatic scans and 
displays of each channel or scanning 
manually. 

Inline Audio Buzzer Warning — activates 
the buzzer when the unit is triggered while 
the alarm is armed. 


CONNECTIONS 

You can power the switchbox using a 1 5V 
DC, 500mA adapter (not supplied)*. 

Always connect the adapter to the switchbox 
before you connect it to AC power. When you 
finish, disconnect the adapter from AC power 
before you disconnect it from the switchbox. 

Follow these steps to connect the switchbox 
to your cameras and TV/monitor. 

1 . If necessary, connect the cameras’ mini- 
DIN plugs into the mini-DIN sockets of 
extension cables. 

2. Connect the cameras’ mini-DIN plugs (or 
the extension cables’ mini-DIN plugs, if 
necessary) into the mini-DIN sockets 
CAM1 and CAM2 on the back of the 
switchbox. 

3. Connect the yellow RCA plug of the 
supplied 6-foot adapter cable to the 
video input jack of your TV or monitor, 
and connect the white RCA plug of the 
cable to the audio input jack of your TV 
or monitor. 

4. Connect the mini-DIN plug of the adapter 
cable to the OUTPUT mini-DIN socket on 
the back of the switchbox. 

5. Connect a 15V DC adapter to the DC 15V 
jack on the back of the switchbox. 

6. Connect the DC adapter to a standard

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OPERATION 

Setting the Alarm Status 


Slide the alarm switch to ALARM to turn on 
the alarm. When the alarm is on, the yellow 
ALARM Indicator lights and the switchbox 
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O' NOTE O' 

• If the system 
powers on, and 
there is no camera 
connected, the 
alarm sounds to 
alert the user. 

• If either camera is 
removed, or if a 
connection is 
broken during 
normal operation, 
the alarm sounds 
to alert the user. If 
this happens, 
immediately check 
the connection to 
make sure no 
intruders have 
entered onto the 
property.

Slide the trigger switch to PIR (to set the 
switchbox to be triggered by motion in 
cameras’ viewing areas), AUDIO (tc set the 
switchbox to be triggered by sounds in 
cameras’ viewing areas), or PIR+AUDIO (to 
set the switchbox to be triggered by both 
motion and sounds). 

To turn off the auto-trigger function, slide the 
switch to OFF.

You can set each camera’s audio trigger 
sensitivity level separately. 

To set the sensitivity level for camera 1 , 
rotate AUDIO SENSITIVITY 1 on the right side 
of the switchbox to the desired level between 

LOW and HIGH. 

To set the sensitivity level for camera 2, 
rotate AUDIO SENSITIVITY 2 on the left side of 
the switchbox to the desired level between 

LOW and HIGH. 

Scanning 

In the auto-scan mode, the monitor receives 
the signal from each camera alternately at an 
interval you can adjust. The switchbox is 
preset to auto-scan mode, and the scan time 
is preset to two seconds. O' 

Press AUTO/MANUAL to toggle between 
auto-scan and manual-scan mode. 

Press CAMERA SELECT to switch between 
the twc cameras in the manual-scan mode. 

Follow these steps to change the scan time. 

1 . Press and hold CAMERA SELECT for 
about two seconds. The green AUTO/ 
MANUAL/INTERCOM indicator flashes 
steadily, and the scan time changes from 
two to five secends. 


3. Press and hold CAMERA SELECT for 
about two seconds again. The green 
AUTO/MANUAL/INTERCOM indicater 
lights, and the scan time changes from 
10 to two seconds. 

Intercom Function 

You can talk with a person near a camera 
using the intercom function. 

1 . To talk to someone near a camera, press 
and hold INTERCOM on the switchbox. 
The red AUTO/MANUAL/INTERCOM 
indicator lights. O' 

2. Speak into the switchbox. 

3. To listen te the person from your TV or 
monitor speaker, release INTERCOM. 

CARE 

Keep the switchbox dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store the switchbox 
only in normal temperature environments. 
Handle the switchbox carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the switchbox away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new.
